MAY MEAN PEACE AGAIN. 


— 
Government Lending Its Aid to 
Plan to Stop Hostilities 
on Island. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

HAVANA, Sept. 5.—An extremely hot meet - 
ing. on the result of which peace or war de- 
pends, took place today, Gen. Collazo presid- 
ing, at the residence of Gen. Menocal. Gen. 
Menocal stated he came to help the govern- 
ment restore peace by all the means in his 
power. He declared he had with him all the 
veterans, and he was sure the men who had 
fought for independence in the island now 
would aid in restoring peace, thus prevent- 
ing ruin of the republic, which would be the 
result of American intervention. 

The destinies of Cuba depended upon the 
Platt amendment, and unless some agree- 
ment is reached the Cuban political parties 
will be responsible for the end of the republic. 

Senator Alfredo Zayas, president of the 
liberals, made a fiery epeech. He said the 
liberals, who elways opposed the Platt 
amendment, had been abused and their rights 
trampled’ upon. When they protested their 
rights under the law had been denied them 
by the courts, and they had nc other resource 
than to rebel, and then other Cubans came 
and said the liberals would bring about in- 
tervention under the Platt amendment. 


Ready for Any Sacrifice. 

The amendment, he declared, merely wae 
a weapon in the hands of the Cuban govern- 
ment to tyrannize over the country. This 
would not be accepted by men of honor. 
Continuing, Sefior Zeyas said: 

“Tam not a veteran. I am not an Amer- 
ican citizen. I am unprotected, and now 
perhaps, as I go from this meeting the police 
may take me to jail, but I must say the 
truth to Cuba and be ready for all sacrifices 
for liherty.” 

Sefior Zayas’ speech caused an intense sen- 
sation. 

Gen. Menocali flatly denies the report that 
he is a candidate for the presidency. He 
says he is not working to overthrow Presi- 
dent Palma, whose attitude is the best pos- 
sible; He only desires peace, and asks the 
help of all Cubans who love their country 
more than their petty passions and selfish 
personal ends. 


Another Stormy Meeting. 

Gen. Menocal and his associates, veterans 
of the wars with Spain, had a stormy ses- 
sion tonight. Gen. 3 remarks were 
interrupted by liberal vete fans, who angrily 
resented what they called his dictatorial 
manner and his assumption of the right to 
instruct them what they ought to do as 
patriots. The general responded with equal 
warmth. Considerable temper was shown on 
both sides, and the meeting finally dissolved 
im anger. The result is a temporary draw- 
back to the peace negotiations. 

Gen. Menocal will see Gen. José Miguel 
Gomez and Gens. Castillo, Monteago, and 
Juan Gaulberto Gomez, who are confined in 
the Presidio, tommorrow, after which he will 
be prepared to start on his mission to the 
rebels. . 

The government commanders have’ been 
directed to suspend active field operations 
until it can be determined what can be done 
to end the war. The proposals include a 
special session of congress to pass acts of am- 
nesty, for the holding of municipal elections 
within sixty days, to be supervised by mem- 
bers of both parties, and a new general elec- 
tion law providing for minority representa- 
tion in all branches of the national and mu- 
nicipal governments. ee 


COUNTESS ADDRESSES UNIONS. 


Lady Warwick Appears Garbed au Fait

FOREST FIRE SWEEPS ALPS. 


Great Expanse of Country on Western 
Shore of Lake Garda Devastated— 
Soldiers Fight Flames.

MILAN, Sept. 5.—For three days à forest 
on the western bank of Lake Garda has been 
burning.

GOVERNMENT’S PROGRAM OF RE- 
FORM ISHED OFFICIALLY. 


Political Crimes to Be Punished by 
Courts Martial, Terrorists’ Penal- 
ties Made More Severe, Jews Prom- 
ised Relief, Zemstvo System to Be 
Extended, Tax on Incomes to Be 
Established, and Police Service to 
Be Reformed. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 5.—An official 
communication embodying the whole govern- 
ment program, published tonight, embraces 
courts. martial for political crimes and an 
incfease “of the penalties for revolutionary 
propaganda, and expresses a firm determi- 
nation to preserve order. It also promises a 
liberal measure of reforms, and that useless 
restrictions on Jews shall be abolished forth- 
with. . eI es 

Measures are promised in the direction of 
greater provincial autonomy. Zemstvos will 
be introduced in Poland and the Baltic prov- 
inces. An income tax will be instituted. 
Reforms.in the-police and other public serv- 
ices also are promised. 

The communication leaves the situation 
tut little altered. Premier Stolypin intends 
to carry out broad reforms on one hand and 
to pursue a policy of repression on the other. 

The establishment of court martial for 
political crimes signifies the supplanting of 
the civil courts wherever extraordinary in- 
security exists. 

An imperial ukase instituting this law was 
issued after the publication of. the communi- 
cation. It empowers governors general to 
place civilians or soldiers charged with crime 
on trial before a military court of five officers, 
the trial to take not longer than seventy- 
two hours from the beginning of the process 
to the execution of the verdict. St. Peters 
burg, Moscow, Warsaw, and practically the 
whole of Russia are now under this category. 


Arrange Plans for Land Sales. 

The committee appointed to deal with the 
land question-has drawn up regulations for 
the allotment of crown lands in the extension 
of the peasant holdings. The lands concerned 
cover 4,000,000 dessiatines, yielding a total 
revenue of $3,500,000. 

The land will be sold in small parcels, on 
the basis of the capitalization of the average 
annual income for the last three years, the 
price not to exceed twenty times the yearly 
rental. 

A special credit will be granted for the ex- 
penses of removal where the new. proprietors 
are not residents of the district in which their 
new property is situated, and they will be 
furnished free of cost, with lumber for the 
construction of houses and farm buildings. 


Sailors and Soldiers Restless. 


SEVASTOPOL, Sept. 5.—Admiral Skryd- 
loft, commander of the Black sea fleet, and 
the military commander here are apprehen- 
sive regarding the attitude of both the sail- 
ors of the fleet. and the garrison of the fort- 
reas.. The annual cruise of the training 
squadron and the regular fleet maneuvers 
have beem abandoned. — 4

CHARGE MILLIONS’ GRAB. 


Failure Revealed by President’s 
Suicide Expected to Involve 
$10,000,000. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept.-5.—Adolph Segal, 
the promoter whose borrowing caused the 
failure of the Real Estate Trust company, 
was arrested today charged with defrauding 
the depositors out of millions of dollars. 

On the same charge were arrested William 
F. North, treasurer, and Marshall B. Colling- 
wood, assistant treasuger of the wrecked 
bank. Segal was held in $25,000 ball, and 
the two trust company officers in $10,000 
each. They entered bond. 

This turn tn the affairs of the company is 
‘only one of the many sensations expected to 
develop in connection with the failure, which, 
it is now estimated, will exceed $10,000,- 
000 before the receiver finishes his inves 
gation. 


Legal Abettor in Embezzlement. 

The affidavits accompanying the warrants 
for the arrest of Segal and the bank officers 
were sworn to by Walter C. Browning, a de- 
positor and creditor of the Real Estate Trust 
company. They aver that Segal, North, and 
Collingwood, with Frank K. Hipple, the pres- 
dent of the company, who committed suicide, 
„and other unknown persons defrauded the 
Real Estate Trust company out of many 
millions of dollars,“ and that they fraudu- 
lently applied the money to their own use. It 
is further charged that Segal was an abettor 
to the embezzlement of millions of dollars, 
and that North committed perjury in know- 
ingly having furnished to the commissioner 
of banking of Pennsylvania false reports of 
the value of the company’s assets, resources, 
and liabilities. 

No other arrests are expected at this time, 
and the divers other persons mentioned in 


the warrants was Inserted for the purpose of 


covering any other persons who might here- 
after be found to have been implicated in the 
collapse of the trust company. 


Adolph Segal, who is looked upon as the 


principal in the failure of the institution, had 
nothing to say after his arrest. He con- 
tented himself by referring all persons to his 
attorneys. Segal is a promoter of many en- 
terprises in this city and throughout the state 
of Pennsylvania. To carry on his operations 
he borrowed, Receiver Earle gays, more than 
$5,000,000, for which he gave to President 
Hipple, the only man in the bank he dealt 
with, securities that were Insufficient. 


Hipple Deep in Segal’s Schemes. 

It was at first believed that Hipple did not 
benefit by his dealings with Segal, but later 
developments showed that he was deep in 
the schemes of Segal and a partner in some 
of his companies. 

Segal since the failure has repeatedly de- 
clared that all his transactions were regular, 
that he had not committed an unlawful act, 
and that he was able to repay the trust com- 
pang all the money he had borrowed. Ina 
recent interview he declared that he was a 
speculator in bricks, mortar, and machin- 
ery,” that he dealt in material things, and 
did not make his money by reading the stock 


ticker tape. 


How much North and Collingwood bene- 
fited in the transactions of Hipple and Segal, 
if at all, has not been determined. 


Ex-Cashier Is $48,000 8 
Vicksburg, Miss., Sept. 5.—B. 8. ms, 
now . for the Quinn-Sherpé Drug 
company, but formerly assistant cashier of 
the Citizens’ National bank, was arrested 
today by United States Marshal Wuson and 
taken to Jackson on the charge of being 
short in his cash to the amount of $48,000 
while employed in the Citizens’ National 
benk.

This new labor problem was propounded 
yesterday by Secretary Paul Blatchford of 
the Metal Trades’ asecciation, who believes 
he has found the answer. Mr. Blatchford 
predicted a termination of the strike within 
a month as a result of an important discov- 
ery made by local manufacturers. 

As an experiment 100 molding machines 
recently were installed in the big foundries 
where it had been found impossible to secure 
strike breakers to replace the foundrymen 
who walked out May 1. 

The trial proved successful, according to 
employers, who assert the machines turned 
out as much work as three skilled iron mold- 


ers. 
Machines May Break“ Strike. 

Orders immediately were sent to New 
York for 500 more of the strike breaking 
machines, and the factories are running night 
and day in an effort to turn them out as 
speedily as possible. 

In Chicago and Milwaukee, where the strike 
of the molders also is in progress, it was 


If this proves 
true it is figured by employers that they will 
have need for less than half of the former 
number of employés, and that, consequently, 
the strike practically will have been defeated. 

The substitution of machinery for men is 
not new in strikes, but this is the first time 
in the history of labor disputes, it is said, 
that it has been tried on so extensive a scale.

DEMOCRATIC LEADERS AT ALBANY 
CHEER DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 


Movement started to Pit New York’s 
Prosecutor Against Editor for Gu- 
bernatorial. Nomination—98 Parti- 
sans Resolve Against Boss Rule 
Jerome Criticises His Party Organ- 
ization, bat Declares It Has Men 
Whe Will Fight for Honesty. 


Albany, N. T., Sept. 5.—[{Special.J]—A con- 
ference of democrats to boom Jerome for 
governor and head off the Hearst movement 
was held here today. Ninety-eight demo- 
crats of various degrees of prominence were 
present. Among them was the district at- 
torney himself, who made a long speech in- 
veighing against boss rule and defining the 
principles of democracy. 

Resolutions were adopted calling on demo- 
crats to repudiate boss rule. 

Although the name of William R. Hearst 
was not mentioned by any of the speakers, no 
one failed to understand who was meant 
when the orators spoke of a multimillion- 
aire who has committed so many offenses 
against democrats and democracy.”

counties was chairman of the conference. 

As Jerome walked tothe platform he smiled 
in a happy way at the cordial greeting. He 
announced that probably for the first time in 
his life he would confine his utterances to a 
speech he had prepared. Some passages that 
received hearty approval follow: 

* Disgraced, humiliated by years of mis- 
management, to give it no harsher name, a 
little truth telling, a little courage, and com- 
mon honesty would again array democrats 
behind their party candidates if they be men 
of character standing on a platform of real 
democracy.

“The ‘octopocide’ and ‘trust buster’ is 
vociferous and much in evidence, but he 
offers no issue upon which political parties 
can divide. Our elections, where national 
political parties are involved, have become 
little more than ignoble scrambles for office. 

The leader has disappeared. The boss 
who has succeeded him is only apparently a 
boss. In reality he is but the hired man 
of the capitalist whose sinister influence lies 
back of party machinery and controls it for 
his own selfish and eorrupt ends. 

“The men responsible for the present de- 
moralized condition of the party machinery 
should be driven out. 

“From a great vote getting organization 
they have made it simply a delegate getting 
machine.”’

Nebraskan’s Followers Issue Statement 
from Albany That Editor Is 
Causing Discord. 


Albany, N. T., Sept. 5.—[Special.j]—That 
there lsa serious breach between many of 
the followers of William J. Bryan and the 
Hearst supporters was demonstrated today 
at a gathering of Bryan's friends at ‘the 
Hotel Ten Eyck, where a meeting was held 
to look over the field in this state. There 
are many things, Bryan’s friends said, in 
Hearst's attitude towards. their chieftain 
which had angered them. . 

The following statement was announced as 
the verdict of the conference: 

It developed during the diseussion that a 
breach existed between the Bryan democracy 
and the Hearst adherents, which was in- 
tensified by the action of William Randolph 
Hearst, tils newspapers, his paid agents, and 
the Independence league during Mr. Bryan’s 
reception in New York City. It was felt that 
the only discord in the triumphant Bryan re- 
ception was caused by the Hearst camp. 
Especially was this the case when Mr. Hearst 
tried to start a counter demonstration in 
Madison Square garden. 

“It was unanimously resolved that the in- 
tegrity and perpetuity of the democratic 
party in the state of New York necessitate 
the nomination of a democratic candidate 
for governor like Congressman William 
Sulzer, whose candidacy would unite all of 
the various factions in the organization and 
whose past loyalty and devotion to Bryan 
would emphasize the principlesof democracy 
advocated by William Jennings Bryan.“ 


NO MORE BRYAN FOR BAILEY. 


Senator Cuts Loose from Peerless One“ 
as Result of Government Own- 
ership Declaration. 


New York, Sept. 5.—[Special.]—Disgusted 
by Bryan's government ownership declara- 
tion in Madison Square garden, Senator 
Bailey of Texas has withdrawn his accept- 
ande of an invitation to take part in the re- 
ception to Bryan in Louisville, Ky., next 
Wednesday and will not be present. Senator 
Bailey in a few days will make a statement 
expressing his emphatic dissent from Bry- 
an's views.

Loses Fight to Go as Delegate to Ohio 
State Convention—May Presage 
Defeat for Congress. 


Cincinnati, O., Sept. 5.—[Special.]—Con- 
gressman Nicholas Longworth was defeated 
today as a delegate to the state republican 
convention at Dayton. Friends of George 
E. Cox, deposed boss of Cincinnati, are said 
to have encompassed his defeat. Senator 
Foraker is reported also to have joined Cox 
in fighting the Roosevelt-Longworth-Taft 
combination in Ohio. Some believe Long- 
worth’s turning down today forecasts his 
Cefeat for reélection to congress.

The speech of William 8 Bryan ot 
Nebraska Tuesday night which changed one 
Roger C. Sullivan of Chicago from a local 
to a national character at the same time 
changed Mr. Bryan from a national to a local 
character—that is, local in Chicago.

Tansey Quits City Office. 

The first effect of the Bryan speech locally 
was the resignation of John P. Tansey as 
chief clerk in the city water office.

Tansey belongs to the Sullivan faction of the 
local democracy and was recently elected 
secretary of the democratic county commit- 
tee. His act of separating himself from the 
Dunne administration was taken as indicat- 
ing how far he intended to follow the advice 
of Mr. Bryan and bolt the local ticket.

Piotrowski Spurns Advice. 

N. L. Piotrowski, the candidate for state 
treasurer of the democrats, answered Mr. 
Bryan by declaring flatfootedly that while 
he had the highest regard for the Nebraska 
statesman he would refuse to follow his ad- 
vice and repudiate Mr. Sullivan. 

All the candidates on the county ticket took 
the same view of it.

In New York last night Mr. Sullivan, who 
is still at the Waldorf-Astoria, declined to 
discuss the attack upon him by Mr. Bryan. 

„Ilm content to think things over for the 
moment,” he said, but I'N have something 
to say, all right, when I get back to Chi- 
cago.” 

The only person in Chicago to speak for him 
was John McGillen, and he had this to say: 

“It does not ne in the power of Mr. Bryan 
to read Sullivan or anybody else out of the 
democratic party. There was a time between 
1896 and 1904 when Bryan could perhaps 
claim to speak with some show of authority. 

„But in 1904 there was a national demo- 
cratic convention held in St. Louis. Mr. 
Bryan was a delegate to that convention. 
He voted against the candidate whom the 
convention nominated. He fought the plat- 
form which the convention adopted, both in 
committee and on the floor.

NO ABSOLUTISM IN WISCONSIN. 


Senator Spooner Declares Primary Law 
Enabled People to Prove Resentment 
Against Attempted Dictation. 


Madison, Wis., Sept. 5.—{ Special. ]—Senator 
Spooner tonight gave out a signed statement 
indorsing the primary election law, under 
which without mentioning names he de 
clares that personal absolutism in Wiscon- 
sin politics is at an end. He says: 

“While the primary law obviously is ex- 
pensive to candidates and undoubtedly can 
be improved, the people were enabled under 
it in all cases to give a certain effect to the 
choice of the majority. Popular apprecia- 
tiom of the true spirit of system was shown 
by the resentment against attempted dic- 
tation, and by the results the people evi- 
dently intended to put an end to personal 
political absolutism in Wisconstn. 

“Tf any man had conceived the idea that 
the Wisconsin primary system could be made 
use as a supplement to a political machine 
the result must have convinced him of his 
error.“

Secretary Taft discussed the tariff question 
only briefiy, declaring the great majority of 
the American people in favor of maintaining 
the protective system. He denied that the 
trusts could be destroyed by revising the 
tariff, pointing to the Standard Oil, the 
greatest of all trusts, which did not enjoy the 
benefits of a protective tariff. 


Gompers and His Demands. 


The secretary of war in closing his speech 
defended Congreseman Littlefield of Maine 
from the attacke of Samuel Gompers, and 
this brought him toa brief discussion of the 
charges brought against Littlefield by the 
labor leader. He said that Mr. Littlefield, 
Speaker Cannon, and other republicans in 
congress have incurred Mr. Gompers’ hos- 
tility because they declined to support an 
anti-injunction law favored by the labor 
leaders. 

The first section of the bill.“ eaid Secre- 
tary Taft, in effect denies to any person 
engaged in business the right to an injunction 
against those who propose unlawfully to in- 
jure his business in labor disputes. 

Mr. Gompers and the supporters of this 
bill contend that an infunction cannot prop- 
erly issue in any such case of threatened 
injury because the business rights about to 
be unlawfully injured are not property rights 
and an injunction can only issue to protect 
property rights. 

“If they are correct, then this section 
should not become law, because it would 
simply make à privileged class of laborers 
who break the law by injuring others and 
would give them an immunity from an effec- 
tive remedy that lawbreakers of no other 


class enjoy. 


Weapon Outs Two Ways. 


“The second section of the Gompers bill,” 
continued Seoretary Taft, provides in effect 
that no act in respect to labor matters by a 
combination of two or more persons shall be 
regarded as unlawful, either criminally or 
civilly, if the same act committed by one 
person is not unlawful. This section is in- 
tended, and will have the effect, to legalize 
boycotts and blacklisting. 

“The principle which this section seeks to 
set aside is that upon which all the schemes 


of organized capital to restrain trade and 


establish monopolies are declared unlawful 
Do you wish to set aside this principie so 
far as to legalize boyootts?

Callahan Case Brings toa Head 


Plans of the National 
Commission. 


OUTCOME IS UNCERTAIN. 


Charges Against Former White 
Sox More Serious than Jump- 
ing’’ Reserved Rule. 


Efforts of Jimmy Callahan to make up for 
his desertion of the White Sox last spring by 
helping them out in their present crippled 
condition have brought to light the fact that 
the national baseball commission has been 
planning for some time to take action against 
semi-profesesional clubs in Chicago and other 
cities which have harbored suspended or 
otherwise ineligible players and have been 
responsible for other infractions of baseball 
law. In consequence Callahan's chances of 
playing with the Sox again depend largely 
upon himself, according to President Johnson 
of the American league and a member of the 
commission. 

Callahan will have to pay a fine and dis- 
pose of his local baseball club, I think, before 
he can be declared eligible to play with a na- 
tional agreement club,” said Mr. Johnson 
yesterday. 1 do not know what view 
Chairman Hermann will take of the matter, 
and he probably will have the final decision, 
I had an appointment with Callahan for 
Tuesday, but did not see him before he left 
for Detroit. Instead he asked Mr. Hermann 
to permit him to play pending a decision in 
his case. This request Mr. Hermann is not 
disposed to grant, according to a telegram 
I received from him this morning. 

Callahan’s Case Unique. 

„ Callahan’s case is unique and not at all 
like that of Dougherty and other players who 
have played with clubs not under the national 
agreement. Callahan's offense does not con- 
sist so much in jumping his reserve clause 
as in orgamizing am independent team which 
has been instrumental in inducing major and 
minor league players to break rules laid down 
by the commission and in playing his club 
repeatedly againet teams which were using 
ineligible players. 

We have been informed reliably of the 
acts of these semi-professional clubs, not 
alone in Chicago, and something must be 
done to check the growing tendency to tamper 
with league players. So long as these inde- 
pendent clubs used their own players only 
they were welcomed as training schools for 
young players and as schools for enthusiasts, 
too. But this year the local independent 
teams repeatedly have employed national 
agreement players and have used many play- 
ers under assumed names in violation of the 
rule against any man under contract play- 
Mg with a club other than his own during the 
season. 

Killian to Be Punished. 

“The case of Killian Is one of the most 
glaring, and, although that player now 
wishes to get back with the Detroit club, his 
punishment probably will besevere. Pitcher 
Fiene of the White Sox recently pitched for 
one of the local clubs. I Shall fine him for 
that breach of the rules. These are not the 
only cases in which action will be taken, and 
we hope to make the pénalties so severe that 
players who attempt to evade punishment 
and loss by suspension, or to escape detection 
under assumed names with these independent 
clubs, will learn they cannot break the rules 
of the national agreement lightly.”

& Carrington, with James A. Patten active in 
its support, fought for a reduction of the 
present rate of %c a bushel, holding that 
the higher commission was working detri- 
mentally to the interests of the big exchange 
at the foot of La Salle street, and thatit was 
driving business away from Chicago to out- 
side exchanges, whose rates are lower. Fin- 
ley Barrell & Co. and other important con- 
cerns in the trade strove through written and 
verbal argument to retain the present com- 
missions. 

When such a concern as the Chicago 
Board of Trade advances its rates,” said a 
trader, “any man who snaps at lower rates 
must knowgthat he isn’t going to get a square | 
deal.“

A PRACTICAL TEST. 

‘Two regiments of United States troops 
will set out in a few days on a march from 
Indianapolis to Chicago with the avowed 
intention of seeing how quickly the march 
can be made under conditions similar to 
those in time of war. This test will be more 
practical than the one made in July. On 
the fifteenth of that month the Twenty- 
seventh regiment started on a march to In- 
dianapolis, every man carrying amunusually 
heavy pack. The object of the test was 
not so much speed as to see whether the 
men were capable of carrying, day afterday, 
the seventy pounds or so of the elaborate 
equipment. No official report on the subject 
has been made public, but the comment of 
civilians was that the load was too heavy 
for summer marching. 

The return march ought to be more agree- 

able and quicker. The season is more favor- 
able, the month’s drill in the field has made 
the men’s muscles harder, and the load 
which they are to carry is one to which they 
are accustomed. The march will serve as a 
basis for calculating the time which a similar 
march would take in case of war, supposing 
the troops to be in the same physical con- 
dition. The time is expected to be tendays, 
requiring a march of about twenty-four | 
miles a day. This is a good deal more than 
the “stathmos” of the Greeks or the 
“@tape” of the French soldiers, but the 
commander has not made this announce- 
ment without knowing what his men are 
capable of doing. 
Such marches and such drills as the sol- 
diers of the regular army and such state 
regiments as have cobperated have been put 
through at Camp Harrison are in the highest 
degree practical preparation for war. The 
European armies have long made a feature 
of the summer maneuvers, but the summer 
epcampments of our militia regiments and 
the drill of the parade ground for troops in 
garrisom have not corresponded at all to 
the requirements of a state of war. The 
efficiency of both the regular and the militia 
regiments has been increased by this sum- 
mer’s work. The more highly trained an 
army isin the things which will he requisite 
in war the less it need rely upon numbers. 
It is the most practical kind of economy to 
have an army which may be put at any task 
with the certainty that it is a familiar one 
and that ho time will be wasted upon learn- 
ing how to do it. Then fifty thousand sol- 
diers can do what a hundred thousand men 
drilled in barracks only could not be trusted 
to perform. The returning regiments will 
de welcomed as real soldiers when they 
march back to Fort Sheridan.

There is no truth, however, in the story 
widely circulated to the effect that Sir James 
real name was Thompson, and that he owed 
the name of Mackenzie to his wife. The lat- 
ter was the daughter of Charles Du Pré Rus- 
sell, a distinguished member of the Indian 
civil service. On his return from India he 
purchased the 30,000 acre estate of Kintail, in 
Rossshire, which had formerly belonged to 
the ancient house of Mackenzie of Kintall 
and of Seaforth, and on the strength of this 
styled himself ‘‘ Mackenzie of Kintail.““ This 
infuriated all good Scotchmen and led to 
bitter denunciations of his usurpation of this 
historic designation, both in society and in 
the press. He turned e deaf ear, however, to 
the Bn 8 until he was created a baronet 
in

Baronetcies are usually accompanied by 
territorial designations, and when the mo- 
ment arrived for the Royal College of. Arms 
to register the new dignity, and for the 
crown to issue ite patent, he found himself 
confronted by an appeal lodged with the 
authorities by the heads of the ancient and 
historic families of Mackenzie of Seaforth 
and Mackenzie of Kintail demanding that 
inaemuch as their pedigrees discloged no rela- 
tionship, however remote, with the newly 
created baronet, no sanction should be given 
by the crown in its grant of his title to his 
altogether unwarranted usurpetion of the 
time honored designation of Mackenzie of 
Kintail.”’ 

This proved effective. Sir James abandoned 
the style of Mackenzie of Kintail,“ con- 
tented himself i 
kenzie of Glen Muck“ It did not prevent 
him, however, from invariably using the 
tartan of the Mackenzies of Kintail, not only 
for his own wear and for that of his re- 
tainers but aleo for the wall decorations, the 
hangings, and even for the carpets of his 
various country’ houses in Scotland. More- 
over, he succeeded in retaining the armorial 
bearings which he had succeeded in obtain- 
ing immediately on his return from India, and 
which are in the nature of a travesty of those 
of the Mackenzie of Kintail. 

Let me add in conclusion that Sir James 
was the financial backer of the Marlborough 
club at the time of its foundation, and under 
the circumstances was naturally elected one 
of the original members of that ultra-emart 
organization, which was King Edward's 
favorite club until hie — tothe throne. 


Nowhere has the 0 crisis in Russia 
been more cruelly felt than in Montenegro, 
the reigning prince of which, and his family, 
as well as his government, have until now 
been almost entirely dependent upon the 
bounty of the czar and of his father before 
him. Thus the daughters of the prince 
of Montenegro, including Queen Helen of 
Italy, the wife of the now widowed king of 
Servia, and the consort of Prince Francis 
Joseph of Battenberg, were all of them 
educated in Russia at the expensé of the late 
czar, and were dowered by the present em- 
peror on the occasion of their respective mar- 
riages. Nicholas likewise settled large sume 
of money on the crown prince of Montenegro 
and upon his brother Mirko when they mar- 
ried, and oontributed largely to the main- 
tenance of the court of Cettinje, repeatedly 
paying the debts of the prince, who ts a born 
gambier. Not content with this, the czar 
caused his government to contribute to the 
expenses of the Montenegro army on the 
ground that Montenegro was after all a sart 
of outpost of Russia in the Balkans 

Tt ig hardly nece#Sary. to say that all this 
lavish generosity met with but little grati- 
tude, and when the Russian envoy at Cettinje 
ventured to suggest that some military fes- + 
tivities there should be abandoned, or at any | ; 
rate curtailed, on account of the receipt on 
the previous day of news from the far east 
announcing the destruction of theentire Rus- 
sian fleet by Admiral Togo, the suggestion 
was spurned with indignation on the ground 
that Montenegro was an independent state 
and was compelled. by its obligations as such 
to Japan to observe the strictest neutrality.

Count de Witte, as soon as he was again in 
power, took steps to cut down most of the 
subsidies paid by the Russian government to 


suit with regard to his lavish contributions 
from his privy purse to the reigning house of 
Montenegro. This has led to such bitter re- 
monstrances at Cettinje that, thoroughly dis- 
gusted, Emperor Nicholas has put a stop to 
all further supplies, financial or otherwise, to 
Montenegro, and the consequence is that 
Prince Nicholas has been compelled to dis- 
band no less than half of his standing army 
for lack of funds. Moreover, he is in such 
financial straits that he has been compelled } © 
to resort to all sorts of questionablbe methods 
of raising*money. 

Among the most ingenious of his schemes 
has been the sending of money orders from | o 
Montenegro to trusted agents at Vienna and t 
in various Austrian and Hungarian cities. 
These money orders have been paid on pres- 
entation. by the Austro-Hungarian post- 
offices. But the latter have been unable to 
recover any portion of the amount from the 
Montenegrin government, and the latter is 
in consequence thereof threatened by a re-| a 
fusal by the postal authorities of the dual 
emplre to handle any more mail coming from 
Montenegro. In fact, if the prince of Monte- 
negro does not soon succeed in liquidating 
his large indebtedness to the Austro-Hun- 
garian postal department his country will 
risk expulsion from the international postal 
union. ‘

In the face of 40 per cent money the New 
York stock market yesterday closed firm. 
In view of. what the big interests have in 
mind, there was some reason for prices clos- 
ing high. Already pressure has been brought 
to bear on Secretary Shaw, and it is expected 
that he will im due course devise some plan 
for relieving the market. Once the money 
market is relieved the bull campaign will 
continue until in the natura) course funds 
will have been exhausted for speculative pur- 
poses and interest rates again run up. But 
the important interests in the market are 
discounting the expected action of the secre- 
tary of the treasury, and it is a common 
suggestion in the street to buy on any 
breaks, for the money market will be re- 
lieved.” 

The demand for funde in New York is 
urgent. A Chicago money broker who makes 
loans here for New York borrowers said con- 
cerning the demand last week from New 
York that the local banks could “ lend their 
capital, surplus, and all their deposits to 
Wall street,” 80 great was the request for 
accommodation. This exaggeration is merely 
meant to illustrate a situation that has not 
previously existed in Chicago. New York 
has bid for money before, but not at the rate 
and in the volume it is now bidding. 


Money Movements. 

Some relief in gold imports ie expected, and 
announcement was made yesterday that 
$2,000,000 had been withdrawn from the Bank 
of England for shipment to New York.
